JAPANESE COLONEL SEES 

SIGHTS 

To reach. Paotou from. Peking, 
I travelled all night and all day 
over the full length of the Peking- 
Suiyuan railway, accompanied by 
a colonel of the Japanese army. 
The colonel, a portly, jovial per- 
son, was experiencing his first 
visit to Mongolia and was aston- 
ished that in 500 miles of ‘travel 
he had seen no Mongols. The fact 
is that Chinese colonisation along, 
the railway during ‘the last three 
decades: has crowded most of the 
nomadic’Mongols out of the. rail- 
way zone and into the plains on 
either side. The cities along this 
Inner Mongolian ' railway—Kal- 
gan, Tatung,.Houho and Paotou— 
are populated almost exclusively 
by Chinese. Mongols are seen only 
when they ride in from the coun- 
tryside to make purchases and see 
the sights. 

When our colonel got his first 
glimpse of a Mongol, as we clat- 
tered into Paotou on a bus, bed- 
The bus was 
ordered to a jarring halt and the 
colonel led me and’ several’ fellow 
correspondents, ‘with - cameras 


cocked, in a charge on a hapless 


bevy of longbraided Mongol wo- 
men. -For a few seconds the sim- 
ple tribes-folk. wavered irresolute 
and fearful as the foreign. devils 


‘|bore down-on them. But they de-] 


cided, finally, to -hold their ground 
and submitted good-humoredly to 
the clicking. of shutters, : From 


that time on, . " Mongols - became} 


plentiful and were soon no longer ; 


a-novelty even to the colonel.” 


TRAFFIC ON YELLOW RIVER’ 
The products of Central Asia 


reach Paotou not alone over the]. 


time-worn caravan trail but also 
by’ way of the Yellow River, which 
skirts the ‘city’s outer wall on its 
winding course southward and 
eastward ‘to the’ sea. In -prewar 
days, huge amounts of raw’ ma- 


river on rafts. of inflated goat- 
skins. But the outbreak of ‘hostili-

China, i8 a.spanking new city as 
Chinese cities go, for it owes its 
growth and: existence almost en- 
tirely to the railway. With a po- 
pulation of. only 60,000, its out- 
ward appearance is much like that 
of other Chinese towns along the 
Mongolian frontier—a monoton- 
ous expanse of low, dun-cojoured 
buildings. so similar in shading to 
the ‘sandy landscape that they 
seem a part of it. 


_PARADISE FOR WILD | 
CHAUFFEURS 


Life moved slowly here until]: 


the Japanese army came. Now. 
the place is a paradise for wild- 
eyed Japanese chauffeurs who 
pilot their ponderous: American 
trucks through the narrow 
streets with the speed and reck- 
less of madmen. Donkeys, camels, 
dogs and pedestrians, who used 
to have the streets to themselves, 
hug the walls fearful when they 


hear the distant chugging of aj... 


Japanese military truck . 

From the bastioned walls which 
surmount the highest point in 
Paotou we gazed out over a land- 
scape that is typically Mongolian. 
To the north the ‘grass-carpeted 
hills roll in treeless swells to the 
base of the rugged but sterile Lan 
Mountains, which form an. east- 
and-west backbone . throughout 
the length: of Inner Mongolia. To 
the west, across the glistening 
ribbon of the Yellow River, lies 
only. sandy unpeopled wastes, the 
first barrier to Central Asia.
